Commissioner F. M. Preston for in- 
creased water rates, the new schedule 
will not become effective until a by- 
law now being prepared by, City Soli- 
citor H. S. Pringle is pusseu. 


And when this by-law comes up for 
consideration by the Council there is 
likely to be considerable opposition to 
it voiced by those who are against the 
policy of raising water rates at the 
present time. Mayor Porter is known 
to be one of those strenuously op- 
posed to increasing water rates: He 
argues that nothing should be put in 
the way of citizens, at this time of the 
year, who are desirous of increasing 
garden production and who, he be- 
lieves, should be given every possible 
encouragement. 

Ald. W. F. Fullerton is another 
member of the Council who is against 
further increases .in the. rate. He 
holds that the condition of the Sooke 


Lake flow-line is largely the cause of 


increased expenditure in the ‘water- 
works department, and that this is 
responsible for Mr. Preston's. recom- 
mendation. He contends that the 
rates should not be raised until the 
responsibility for the condition of tHe 
flow-line has been definitely fixed: 
Ald. Fullerton did not attend last 
Friday's meeting, when the recom- 
mendation of Mr. Preston 
adopted, so he was unable to make 
any protest. ‘ 

The majority of the Council are 
ready to admit, however, that the

J. P. for the County ‘of Argyle, and 


‘| Agnes, his wife, only child ot. George 


‘Cruickshanks,. of Glasgow and Banff - 
shire, Scotland. He carried the rank. 
of Justice ot the Peace for the County 
of Argyle, Major of the Argyle and 
Bute. Artillery (Militia) Southern 
Division Roya] Artillery, retiring with 
rank October 17, 1891. 

Having a desire for colonial life, he 
went out to Australia at the age of 
18 to learn sheep farming, going into 
the back blocks where he remained 
for some years, returning later to 
Beotland to take up his father’s busi- 


where he married and his family 
were born. He took a keen interest 
In all local and coupty matters and 
was a Justice of the Peace for the 
county of Argyleshire, and for years 
ne was en the staff of the Argyle and 
Bute Artillery, gaining his majority in 
1891. 

His experiences in Australia left a 
desire for further colonial life and in 
Qctober, 1891, he sailed for Canada 
with his. wife and family, coming 
direct to British Columbia/ where he 
‘has since continuously reared. 
took up his residence in Somenos dis- 


considerable. extent from the late 
James Kier. He was one of the first 
to Bring pedigreed. Jersey cattle and 
pedigreed South Down sheep into the 
distrig, He was the original 4tarter 
of the Cowichan Creamery, and along 
with the late Captain Barkley started 
the Cowichan Flock Masters’ Associ- 
ation, and many times he was presi* 
dent .of the Cowichan Agricultural 
„ Soclety. He was a well known judge 
of stock both here and in Scotland, 
having judged at many fairs on the 
‘Island and Mainland: was president 
of the B.C. Dairymen’s -Association 
and arranged their first sale of pure- 
bred ‘Ggiry cattle and pigs in British 
Columbia, and at all times took an 
active: part in matters pertaining to 
agriculture, . « 

He entered the n by ac- 
clamation for Cowichan-Alberni at 
the general election of July, 1894, and 
served during that transition peri 
when the old Parliament buildings 
were . deserted for the present pile, 
and sat in the House during the Pre- 
miership of the Hon, Theodore Davie 
and the: Hon. J. H. Turner. He sat 
through the «seventh Parliament and 
then retired to his farm. Later he re- 
detved the appointment of supeérin- 
tendent of the / Provincial Jail, Vic- 
tor ia, where he remained until the 
completion of the new buildings: on 
Wilkingon Road; then retiring owing, 
to declining years. On his retirement 
he ‘received a presentation from the 
jail officials, and, from the Attorney- 
General, an expression ot appreciation 
of his valuable services. Since then 
he had led a quiet life with his family 
at Somenos. 

He is survived by his widow, three 
ons, J. Islay, A. Allan and George W.,
